On December 5, 1983, |jJ^^^Vy^^T 8^^SSi Scoutmaster 
of Troop 45, Hope Lutheran Church, Springfield, Ohio, 
notified me that one of his Scouts accused an Assistant 
Scoutmaster, Mr. Ronald R. Wray, of sexual molestation. 

The Pastor of the church, W. Zimmann, and I visited 
with the Scout's parents and confirmed the accusation- 
Pastor limmarm and I then confronted Mr. Wray. He 
denied having done anything, but agreed to resign from his 
position as Assistant Scoutmaster and to periodic counseling 
sessions with Pastor Zimmann. The Pastor, the boy's 
parents, and Scoutmaster were satisfied with t"his 
ar^t^artq&ment . 

On June 5, 1984, officers LeVan and Herier of the 
Springfield Police Department notified me Mr. Wray was being 
investigated by secret St^ar^d Jury on numerous counts of 
gross sexual imposition and rape. He also had a prior 
conviction and 5 years incarceration in Arizona. 

On July 12, 1984, Mr. Wray was convicted of 3 counts 
of rape and 7 counts of gross sexual imposition. 

I have enclosed copies of newspaper clippings 
concern i ng the case . 

Please advise me of what further action I need to 
take to place this man in the confidential file to prevent 
him from again registering as a Boy Scout Leader.
